I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  which  is 
the  first  in  the  series  of  such  reports. 

Union  No.  36 
The  eight  school  districts  of  Brookfield,  Effing- 
ham, Freedom,  Madison,  Middleton,  Ossipee,  Tam- 
worth,  and  Wakefield  continue  to  comprise  this  super- 
visory union.  The  union  expense  of  administration 
is  as  follows:  Brookfield,  1.60 St  ;  Effingham,  7.87%; 
Freedom,  6.04%;  Madison,  12.43%;  Middleton,  3.31%; 
Ossipee,  30.90%;  Tamworth,  20.41%;  Wakefield, 
17.44%.  The  above  percentages  are  based  on  the  pupil 
registration  in  the  various  towns.

The  schools  at  Effingham  are  going  along  very 
smoothly.  This  is  due  mainly  to  the  fine  spirit  which 
prevails  between  parents,  teachers,  and  pupils.  Many 
hot  lunches  have  been  served  at  the  schools  aided 
greatly  by  the  supply  of  surplus  commodities  which 
has  been  given  to  the  Effingham  schools.  We  appre- 
ciate the  interest  shown  by  the  teachers  in  serving 
these  lunches  to  the  pupils  because  without  their  in- 
terest and  support  the  noon  program  could  not  be 
carried  out  successfully. 
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I  suggest  that  consideration  be  given  to  the 
improvement  of  the  toilets  at  the  Effingham  Falls 
school.  New  septic  tanks  could  be  installed  at  a 
comparatively  low  figure  thereby  greatly  improving 
the  present  conditions.  As  they  exist  at  the  present 
time  it  does  not  seem  that  we  are  considering  the 
health  of  the  pupils  as  primary. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  teachers,  pupils,  parents,  and  friends  for  their 
cooperation  in  making  the  schools  in  Effingham  a 
success.

All  of  the  children  have  been  weighed  and 
measured.     Vision  tests  have  been  completed. 

Three  children,  who  were  found  to  have  impaired 
vision,  were  taken  to  Dr.  Clark  in  Sanford,  Me.  Their 
eyes  were  tested  and  glasses  obtained. 

A  successful  Dental  Clinic  was  held  December 
4th  and  5th.  Dr.  Deneault  of  Meredith,  N.  H.,  was 
the  attending  Dentist.  A  summary  of  the  Clinic 
Shows  that  52  pupils  were  treated  with  a  total  of 
153  operations. 

Due  to  the  change  in  the  school  nurse  it  is 
impossible  to  give  a  full  detailed  account  of  the  work 
done  in  the  past  year.
